DEFINITIONS 


Bible.  Bible  is  the  Greek  word  biblion, 
which  means  "book. "  Used  as  a  title,  it 
means  "The  Book/'  so  called  because  of 
its  par  pre-eminence.  This  title  first  came 
into  use  among  the  Greek  Christians. 

Testament.  The  word  " testament' '  is 
derived  from  the  Latin  word  testamentum, 
which  means  " covenant' '  or  "will."  The 
title  "Testament"  came  into  use  during 
the  time  when  the  Latin  Bible  was  read 
in  Europe. 

Scriptures.  The  word  "scriptures" 
means  "writings."  The  title  "Scrip- 
tures" is  a  New  Testament  title  for  the 
books  of  the  Bible.  (Ma(tt.  21:  42;  John  5-: 
39;  Acts  17:11;  2  Tim.  3:15;  2  Pet.  3: 
16.) 

John  5:  39:  "Ye  search  the  scriptures, 
because  ye  think  that  in  them  ye  have 
eternal  life;  and  these  are  they  which 
bear  witness    of  me." 

"Oracles  of  God."  "Oracles"  mean 
"utterances  of  God,"  and  these  books 
were  so  called  because  they  contained  ut- 
terances of  God  through  inspired  men.  It 
is,  therefore,  proper  to  speak  of  the  Bible 
as  the  "oracles  of  God"  (Heb.  5:12; 
Acts  7:  38). 

Heb.  5:  12:  "For  when  by  reason  of  the 
time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers,  ye  have 
need  again  that  some  one  teach  you  the 
rudiments  of  the  first  principles  of  the 
oracles  of  God;  and  are  become  such  as 
have  need  of  milk,  and  not  of  solid  food."

THE    TWO    GREAT    DIVISIONS 


The  great  division  of  the  Bible  is  found 
on  its  title-page,  which  reads:  "The  Holy 
Bible,  containing  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments. ' ?  Though  not  given  by  inspiration, 
it  is  correct. 

The  Old  Testament.— The  Old  Testament 
contains  that  which  was  spoken  in  ancient 
times  unto  the  fathers.     It  is  principally  ! 
a    book    of    history    and    shows    how    God 
selected  His  people,  through  wh6"m,  in  the  i 
fullness  of  time,  He  sent  His  Son  to  re-  i 
deem   the  world. 

1.  The  Divisions  of  the  Old  Testament. 

The   Old    Testament   is    divided   into   four 
parts:  Law,  History,  Poetry,  Prophecy. 

2.  Names,  and  Order  of  the  Books. 

(1)  There  are  five  books  of  law:  Gen- 
esis, Exodus,  Leviticus,  Numbers,  Deuter- 
onomy. 

(2),  There  are  twelve  books  of  history: 
Joshua,  Judges,  Euth,  1  Samuel,  2  Samuel, 
1  Kings,  2  Kings,  1  Chronicles,  2  Chron- 
icles, Ezra,  Nehemiah,  Esther. 

(3)  There  are  five  books  of  poetry:  Job, 
Psalms,  Proverbs,  Ecclesiastes,  Song  of 
Solomon. 

(4)  There  are  seventeen  books  -of 
prophecy:  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Lamentations, 
Ezekiel,  Daniel,  Hosea,  Joel,  Amos,  Oba- 
diah,  Jonah,  Micah,  Nahum,  Habakkuk, 
Zephaniah,   Haggai,   Zechariah,  .Malachi. 

The  New  Testament.  The  New  Testa- 
ment covers  the  first  century  following  the 
birth  of  Christ. 

That  we  may  study  the  New  Testament

profitably,  we  must  have  a  clear  under- 
standing of  the  nature  and  design  of  these 
books.  They  are  divided  into  four  sec- 
tions. 

1.  The  Gospels.  The  four  Gospels  are 
Matthew,  Mark,  Luke  and  John.  They  are 
similar  in  their  nature,  and  were  written 
to  produce  the  conviction  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  and  that  those 
so  convinced  "  might  have  life  through  His 
name." 

2.  Acts.  The  Book  of  Acts  was  writ- 
ten by  Luke.  It  tells  how  men  and  women 
were  brought  to  Christ  in  New  Testament 
times.  In  this  book  the  personal  worker 
will  find  model  methods  for  his  work. 

3.  The  Epistles.  The  Epistles  were  ad- 
dressed to  individuals  and  churches  and 
designed  to  furnish  instructions  to  all  peo- 
ple on  how  to  live  as  Christians. 

The^ Epistles  are:  Komans,  1  Corinthians, 
2  Corinthians,  Galatians,  Ephesians,  Phi- 
lippians,  Colossians,  1  Thessalonians),  2 
Thessalonians,  1  Timothy,  2  Timothy,  Ti- 
tus, Philemon,  Hebrews,  James,  1  Peter, 
2  Peter,  1  John,  2  John,  3  John,  Jude. 
The  first  fourteen  letters  were  written  by 
Paul,  except  Hebrews,  whose  authorship 
is  uncertain.  The  last  seven  letters  were 
written  by  those  whose  names  they  bear. 

4.  Prophecy.  The  last  division  of  the 
New  Testament  is  the  Book  of  Eevelation. 
It  sets  forth,  in  the  main,  the  destiny  of 
the  church.  It  was  written  by  the  apostle 
John.

WHY  STUDY  THE  BIBLE 


To  be  familiar  with  the  Bible  is  the 
secret  of  a  successful  Christian  life.  It 
is  likewise  the  secret  of  a  successful  per- 
sonal worker  in  winning  men  and  women 
to  Christ. 

In  order  to  create  a  desire  for  an  ade- 
quate knowledge  of  the  Bible,  we  give 
some  reasons  why  every  person  should 
study  the  Bible. 

The  Bible  Is  the  Most  Popular  Book  in 
the  World.  Last  year  Bible  societies 
printed  and  circulated  fifteen  million  Bi- 
bles. It  is  now  printed  in  five  hundred 
languages.  The  hundred  other  best-selling 
books  do  not  have  a  combined  sale  equal 
to  that  of  the  Bible  alone.  For  more  than 
nineteen  hundred  years  the  Bible  has  oc- 
cupied the  mind  more  than  all  other  books. 

It   Is  the   One   Great   Book   from   God. 

The  Bible  proposes  to  be  a  book  from 
God,  speaks  everywhere  with  divine  au- 
thority and  demands  our  submissions.  How 
can  we  settle  the  many  conflicting  opin- 
ions of  life  unless  we  go  to  the  "Book  of 
books  M! 

It  Is  the  Final  Authority  in  the  Chris- 
tian Religion.  The  greater  need  of  the 
church  to-day  is  to  recognize  the  word  of 
God  as  the  final  authority  in  the  Christian 
religion.  Only  by  careful  study  of  the 
Bible  can  we  free  humanity  from  modern 
superstitions  and  the  false  doctrines  taught 
in  the  name   of  Christianity. 

Among  the  many  conflicting  sources  of 
authority,    why   not   go   for    one's    self   to 
the  great  Fountain-head?     It  is  the  peo- 
ple's Book.     Any  one  may  study  it.

The  Bible  Meets  Every  Need.  The  Bible 
fits  into  every  field  and  crevice  of  the  hu- 
man heart.  Study  will  teach  us  how  to 
apply  its  teachings  to  every  condition  of 
every  human  being  in  every  walk  of  life. 

It  Reveals  the  Way  of  Salvation.     The 

way  of  salvation  is  here,  and  only  here, 
clearly  and  fully  shown.  What  is  salva- 
tion, and  how  obtained,  and  the  security 
and  privileges  of  the  Christian,  are  here 
revealed. 

It  Is  the  Most  Powerful  Weapon  in  the 
Warfare  of  Life.  "For  the  word  of  God 
is  quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharper  than 
any  two-edged  sword,  and  piercing  even 
to  the  dividing  of  soul  and  spirit"  (Heb. 
4:12).' 

At  the  coronation  of  young  King  Ed- 
ward VI.,  three  swords  were  brought  to 
be  carried  before  him  as  a  symbol  of  his 
being  head  of  three  kingdoms.  "There 
is  one  sword  yet  lacking,"  said  the  king 
— "the  Bible;  that  book  is  the  sword  of 
the  Spirit,  and  to  be  preferred  before 
any  other.  Without  that  sword  we  can 
do  nothing,  we  have  no  power. ' '  The  Bible 
was  then  brought,  at  his  command,  and 
carried  before  him  in  the  procession. 

Whoever  would  be  used  of  God  as  a 
personal  worker  must  carry  the  ' i  sword  of 
the   Spirit." 

Eph.  6:17:  "And  take  the  helmet  »of 
salvation,  and  the  sword  of  the  Spirit, 
which  is  the  word  of  God:  with  all  prayer 
and  supplication  praying  at  all  seasons  in 
the  Spirit."

HOW    TO    STUDY    THE    BIBLE 


For  Christian  workers  there  could  be  no 
more  important  question  than  how  to 
study  the  Bible.  There  have  been  many 
earnest  persons  who  have  given  intense 
thought  and  effort  to  the  study  of  the 
Bible,  and  gained  only  distorted  notions 
of  what  the  Bible  teaches  because  of  the 
use  of  a  wrong  method  of  study.  It  be- 
hooves the  personal  evangelist  to  invoke 
the  wisest  and  best  counsel  in  the  choice 
of  methods  of  Bible  study. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  we  call  attention 
to  a  few  suggestions  on  how  to  study  the 
Bible. 

Get  a  Good,  Well-bound,  Clear-type 
Bible.  First  in  importance  is  the  right 
sort  of  copy  of  the  Bible  itself.  Do  not 
get  a  cheap  Bible.  Some  essentials  of  a 
good  Bible  are:  An  approved  text,  in  clear 
type,  on  fine  quality  of  thin  paper,  with 
wide  margins,  strongly  bound  in  durable 
leather..  We  recommend  the  Standard  edi- 
tion of  the  American  Eevised  Version. 

Get  Somje  Good  Aids.  Next  to  the  Bible 
is  a  good  Bible  dictionary.  Almost  as 
necessary  as  a  dictionary  is  a  commentary. 
If  you  propose  to  continue  the  study  of 
the  Bible,  you  will  want  a  concordance, 
and  books  on  such  subjects  as  prophecy, 
Old  Testament  history,  the  life  of  Christ, 
the  teachings  of  Paul  and  the  historical 
geography  of  the  Holy  Land. 

Set  Apart  a  Special  Time  for  Study.  Un- 
less you  do  this,  and  keep  it  sacredly,  you 
will  find  other  things  taking  the  time, 
and  much  that  has  been  learned  will  be 
lost.

HOW    TO    STUDY    THE    BIBLE     (Continued) 


Begin  with  a  Right  Spirit.  First  of  all, 
it  is  necessary  that  you  approach  the 
study  of  the  Bible  in  the  right"  spirit. 

The  earnest  student  of  inquiring  mind, 
with  the  right  spirit,  who  studies  the  Bible 
perseveringly,  will  find  it  a  mine  of  untold 
wealth,  containing  the  finest  gold. 

Use  Pencil  and  Paper.  Makes  notes  to 
impress  teachings  upon  the  memory  and 
to  preserve  the  thoughts  that  come  to  you. 

Study  the  Bible  by  Books.  The  most 
valuable  method  of  Bible  study  is  a  study 
of  separate  books.  Each  writer  has  his 
own  individuality.  Each  book  is  a  unit; 
any  verse  or  paragraph  can  best  be  under- 
stood in  the  light  of  the  whole  Book.  To 
really  master  a  book,  it  should  be  read 
several  times  before  passing  on  to  a  second 
book. 

Study  the  Bible  Biographicaily.  This 
method  is  used  successfully  in  "Training 
for  Service,"  by  Herbert  Moninger.  The 
Old  Testament  history  is  grouped  around 
sixteen  major  and  forty-eight  minor  char- 
acters. The  Gospels  are  hinged  around 
the  Master's  life.  The  entire  Book  of 
Acts  may  be  centered  around  three  men — 
Peter,  Philip  and  Paul.  This  method  of 
study  will  yield  results  of  the  largest 
value  and  make  its  facts  more  easily  re-; 
membered. 

Use  the  Bible  as  a  Book  of  Devotion. 

In  addition  to  the  study  of  the  Bible  by 
the  methods  that  have  been  mentioned,  the 
Bible  ought  to  be  regularly  read  and 
studied  as  a  book  of  devotion.

SEASONS    FOR    PERSONAL    EVANGELISM 


' l  Evangelism ' '  comes  from  a  Greek 
word  which  means  "good  news. "  The 
"  evangelist, ' '  therefore,  is  a  proclaimer 
of  good  news.  The  personal  evangelist  is 
a  man  or  woman  who  goes  to  others  and 
proclaims  the  "good  news,"  and  seeks,  by 
personal  effort,  to  win  them  to  Christ. 
Every  Christian  ought  to  be  a  personal 
evangelist,  and,  however  many  other  obli- 
gations may  rest  upon  him,  the  obligation 
of  bringing  others  to  Christ  is  of  the  first 
importance.  It  will  be  a  great  day  when 
the  church  is  aroused  to  the  responsibility 
and  privilege  of  personal  evangelism. 

Because  of  Its  Great  Importance  in  the 
Ministry  of  Jesus.  Jesus  was  a  personal 
evangelist.  He  was  ready  at  all  times  to 
give  His  message,  whether  it  be  to  one  man 
who  climbed  up  a  tree,  or  to  a  multitude 
thronging  around  Him.  His  was  always 
a  personal  message.  From  His  intense 
spirit,^  it  is  quite  evident  that  Jesus  ex- 
pects us   to  be  personal   evangelists. 

Because  It  Is  the  Best  Way  to  Reach 
the  People.  We  have  been  amazed  in  our 
study  of  the  lives  of  men  and  women  who 
have  been  specially  used  of  God,  to  see 
that  nearly  all  of  them  have  come  to 
Christ  through  personal  evangelism. 

Dwiglrt  L.  Moody  is  a  notable  illustra- 
tion of  the  influence  of  the  personal  touch. 

Dr.  Maclaren,  in  speaking  of  the  power 
of  the  personal  touch,  says:  li Preaching 
to  a  congregation  has  its  divine  place  and 
value;  but  private  and  personal  talk,  hon- 
estly and  wisely  done,  will  effect  more 
than  the  most  eloquent  preaching.

Because  It  Was  Commanded  by  Jesus. 
The  Master  spoke  in  no  uncertain  way: 
"And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all 
the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
whole  creation.  He  that  believeth  and  is 
baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  dis- 
believeth  shall  be  condemned"  (Mark  16: 
15-20). 

Because  It  Was  Done  Most  Effectively 
by  the  Apostles.  Andrew,  through  per- 
sonal effort,  brought  his  brother  Peter  to 
Christ.  Philip,  through  personal  solicita- 
tion, brought  Nathanael  to  Jesus  (John  1: 
29-51).  Peter  and  John  brought  about 
the  conversion  of  the  cripple  at  the  gate 
of  the  temple  (Acts  3:  1-26).  Paul  was 
a  personal  evangelist  (Tit.  1:  4,  5;  Acts  16: 
12-34).     In  fact,  all  of  the  early  disciples 

"went  everywhere  preaching  the  word." 
> 

Because   of  Its  Unlimited   Opportunity. 

This  is  truly  a  day  of  wonderful  opportu- 
nity, and  the  demand  for  reapers  is  greater 
than  ever  before. 

Because  of  Our  Personal  Responsibility. 

God  has  given  us  our  talents.  We  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  use  we  make  of  them. 
The  saddest  moment  in  a  man's  life  will 
be  when  he  goes  to  judgment  Htnnpty- 
handed. 

Because  of  Great  Reward  that  Is  Prom- 
ised. The  greatest  reward  that  can  come 
to  us  is  the  joy  of  seeing  men  and  women 
coming  to  Christ.  There  is  also  a  reward 
in  eternity,  for  this  is  promised  to  us  in 
Dan.   12:  3.

ESSENTIAL    QUALIFICATIONS 


He  Must  Be  Enthusiastic.  Enthusiasm 
is  a  necessary  factor  in  your  work.  The 
people  with  whom  you  talk  will  estimate 
the  worth  of  the  Christian  life  more  by 
the  animated  face  and  flashing  eye  than  by 
what  you  have  to  say.  If  for  any  reason 
your  enthusiasm  is  running  low,  take 
yourself  in  hand  and  generate  new  en- 
thusiasm. It  is  indispensable  to  the  suc- 
cess of  landing  your  prospect. 

He  Must  Be  Cheerful.  We  must  address 
ourselves  to  the  great  art  of  winning  men 
in  the  exuberance  which  belongs  to  a 
thankful  and  praiseful  heart. 

He  Must  Know  His  Bible,  and  How  to 
Use  It.  The  word  of  God  is  called  the 
"sword  of  the  Spirit"  (Eph.  6:17).  No 
one  would  go  into  battle  without  some 
sort  of  a  weapon  to  fight  with.  A  soldier 
could  not  do  much  in  battle  if  he  did  not 
know  how  to  use  his  weapon.  We  must 
study  to  rightly  divide  the  Word  of  truth 
(2  Tim.  2:  15),  to  know  how  to  show  men 
the  way  of  salvation.  Not  a  day  should  be 
permitted  to  pass  without  our  Bible  being 
opened  and  perused. 

He  Must  Realize  that  All  Out  of  Christ 
Are  Lost.  The  testimony  of  the  Word 
concerning  sin  and  the  doom  of  the  sinner 
is  found  in  Eph.  2:  1-3,  12;  Ps.  9:  17;  Eom. 
6:  23,  and  many  other  passages  of  Scrip- 
ture. When  people  really  believe,  down 
in  their  hearts,  that  the  one  out  of  Christ 
is  lost,  is  going  down  to  eternal  hell,  and 
that  no  power  but  the  blood  of  Jesus 
can  save  him,  there  will  be  more  earnest- 
ness for  the  salvation  of  souls.

WHAT    TO    DO 


Keep  Yourself  Out  of  Sight.  Mark  Guy 
Pearse,  an  expert  fisher,  gives  three  essen- 
tial rules  for  successful  fishing,  and  con- 
cerning which  he  says:  "It  is  no  good 
trying  if  you  don't  mind  them.  The  first 
rule  is  this:  Keep  yourself  out  of  sight. 
And,  secondly,  keep  yourself  further  out 
of  sight.  And,  thirdly,  keep  yourself  fur- 
ther out  of  sight  I"  Mr.  Pearse 's  counsel 
is  confirmed  by  every  fisher.  "Let  the 
trout  see  the  angler,  and  the  angler  will 
catch  no  trout."  Now,  this  is  a  first 
essential  in  the  art  of  man-fishing:  the 
suppression  and  eclipse  of  the  personal 
worker.  Let  us  remember  that  so  soon  as 
people  see  the  personal  worker,  they  will 
not  take  his  bait.  As  soon  as  we  become 
prominent  our  Lord  is  never  seen.  Keep 
out  of  sight! 

Keep  to  tlie  Subject.  After  you  have 
gained  an  interview  with  the  individual, 
keep  to  the  subject,  and  keep  the*  individ- 
ual to  the  subject.  He  may  want  to  switch 
off  on  to  election,  socialism,  etc.,  but  don't 
be  sidetracked.  Keep  to  the  main  issue. 
The  woman  spoken  of  in  the  fourth  chap- 
ter of  John  is  an  Example.  Christ  put 
His  finger  on  her  sin,  and  she  said:  "I 
perceive  that  thou  art  a  prophet.  Our 
fathers  worshipped  in  this  mountain,  and 
ye  say  that  in  Jerusalem  is  the  place  where 
men  ought  to  worship."  A  controversy 
might  have  been  'started.  Christ  brought 
her  right  to  the  main  issue,  and  again 
she  dodged.*  l '  I  know*  Messiah  cometh. ' ' 
Christ  said,  ' '  I  am  he, ' ?  bringing  her  right 
around.  It  was  the  same  with  NicodeirfUs. 
' l  Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  "art  a  teacher

come  from   God,"   etc.     Jesus   said:  "Ye 

must  be  born   again."     He  brought  each 

case  right  to  the  great  need  and  the  cure. 
We  should  do  the  same. 

Be  Persistent.  Bemember,  your  business 
is  to  witness.  Jesus  requires  faithful,  pa- 
tient, helpful  service.  Never  give  up  a 
case;  go  after  them  a  hundredth  time  if 
necessary.  God  will  give  you  the  victory 
at   last.     Have   faith   always. 

Keep   Still  While   Another   Is  Talking. 

When  two  or  three  talk  to  an  individual 
at  the  same  time,  he  often  becomes  con- 
fused and  is  unable  to  think  for  himself. 
If  you  wish  to  talk  to  the  individual,  ask 
the  other  person  to  wait  for  a  few  minutes, 
or  withdraw  yourself  till  he  has  finished. 

Always  Use  the  Bible.  Open  your  Bi- 
ble and  let  the  person  read  for  himself. 
You  can  go  over  the  verse  slowly,  point- 
ing out  the  various  parts  of  verse  you 
wish  him  to  notice.  Then  have  him  read 
the  verse  slowly,  and  give  him  time  to 
take  it  in  and  understand  it. 

Instruct  the  Young  Oonvert.  To  make 
your  work  effective,  always  instruct  the 
young  convert  in  his  first  duties  as  a  Chris- 
tian. See  that  he  has  a  Testament  to 
carry  with  him  always.  Direct  him  as  to 
bast  books  to  read  first — John's  Gospel, 
Ephesians,  Philippians,  Timothy,  etc. 
Show  the  necessity  of  prayer — daily,  se- 
cret and  public  prayer.  Try  to  have 
him  "have  a  place  and  time  to  pray,  and 
read  the  Bible  every  day."  Urge  him 
to  work  for  the  salvation  of  others;  to 
avoid  places  of  temptation,  etc.

WHAT  NOT  TO  DO 


Don't  Argue.  Never  get  into  any  argu- 
ments about  the  things  of  God.  Few 
are  ever  won  by  argument.  Do  not  argue 
with  him.  Answer  all  he  has  to  say  with 
the  Bible.  It  is  the  sword  of  the  Spirit, 
and  will  cut.  Your  work  is  to  declare 
the  Word,  not  to  prove  it. 

Don't  Scold.  "And  the  Lord's  servant 
must  not  strive,  but  be  gentle  towards  all, 
apt  to  teach,  forbearing,  in  meekness  cor- 
recting them  that  oppose  themselves;  if 
peradventure  God  may  give  them  repen- 
tance unto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth, 
and  they  may  recover  themselves  out  of 
the  snare  of  the  devil,  having  been  taken 
captive  by  him  unto  his  will"  (2  Tim.  2: 
24-26). 

Don't  Be  Put  Off.  To-day  is  the  day  of 
salvation.  Now  is  the  acceptable  time. 
To-morrow  may  be  too  late. 

Don't  Talk  All  the  Time.  When  you 
have  made  the  way  clear  from  the  Bible^ 
then  give  the  individual  a  chance  to  talk 
or  ask  questions.  Don't  answer  foolish 
inquiries. 

Don't  Talk  Down.  We  mean  by  this, 
don't  talk  as  though  you  were  an  angel 
and  the  individual  was  the  chief  of  sin- 
ners; speak  of  yourself  as  a  sinner  saved 
by  the  blood  of  Christ.  There  should  be 
no  suggestion  of  "big  I  or  little  youM 
in  personal  evangelism. 

Don't    Depend    on    Seeing    People    by 
Chance.      Solicit  *souls  for  the  Lord  in  a 
businesslike  way.     Go   on  .purpose   to   see 
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THE    PERSONAL    WORKER

the  individual,  and  clearly  state  your 
mission.  In  this  way  your  personal  in- 
terest will  manifest  itself  and  shine 
through  your  words,  and  create  a  desire 
to  come  to  Christ. 

Don't  Forget  that  Your  Own  Life  Stands 
Back  of  All  You  Say.  A  young  man  was 
asked  by  whose  preaching  he  bad  been 
converted,  and  replied:  "By  no  person's 
preaching — by  my  mother's  practicing. ' ' 
The  Sanhedrin  "took  knowledge  of  Peter 
and  John,  that  they  had  been  with  Jesus; " 
their  association  with  the  Son  of  God  was 
manifested  in  their  lives.  The  fine  art 
of  soul-winning  can  best  be  mastered  by 
the  man  who,  by  actions  and  words,  re- 
veals Christ's  presence.  The  natives  of 
Burmah  said  of  Judson:  "There  goes  Jesus 
Christ's  man."  The  same  should  be  said 
of  every  personal  evangelist  to-day. 

Don't  Use  Too  Many  Passages.    Try  one 

verse,  and  if  that  does  not  take  hold  of 
the  person,  then  try  another.  If  you  use 
too  many  passages  of  Scripture,  it  will 
confuse  the  individual.  One  passage,  well 
applied,  will  generally  do  the  work.

Acts  2:  1-9,  36-43:  "And  when  the  day 
of  Pentecost  was  now  come,  they  were  all 
together  in  one  place.  And  suddenly  there 
came  from  heaven  a  sound  as  of  the  rush- 
ing of  a  mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all 
the  house  where  they  were  sitting.  And 
there  appeared  unto  them  tongues  parting 
asunder,  like  as  of  fire;  and  it  sat  upon 
each  one  of  them.  And  they  were  all  filled 
with  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  began  to  speak 
with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave 
them  utterance. 

"Now  there  were  dwelling  at  Jerusalem 
Jews,  devout  men,  from  every  nation  un- 
der heaven.  And  when  this  sound  was 
heard,  the  multitude  came  together,  and 
were  confounded,  because  that  every  man 
heard  them  speaking  in  his  own  language. 
And  they  were  all  amazed  and  marvelled, 
saying,  Behold,  are  not  all  these  that  speak 
Galileans?  And  how  hear  we,  every  man 
in  our^  own  language  wherein  we  were 
born?  Let  all  the  house  of  Israel  there- 
fore know  assuredly,  that  God  hath  made 
him  both  Lord  and  Christ,  this  Jesus  whom 
ye  crucified. 

"Now  when  they  heard  this,  they  were 
pricked  in  their  heart,  and  said  unto  Peter 
and  the  rest  of  the  apostles,  Brethren, 
what  shall  we  do?  And  Peter  said  unto 
them,  Repent  ye,  and  be  baptized  every 
one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
unto  the  remission  of  your  sins;  and  ye 
shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
For  to  you  is  the  promise,  and  to  your 
children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even 
as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call 
unto  him.

fied,  and  exhorted  them,  saying,  Save  your- 
selves from  this  crooked  generation.  They 
then  that  received  his  word  were  baptized: 
and  there  were  added  unto  them  in  that 
day  about  three  thousand  souls. 

"And  they  continued  stedfastly  in  the 
apostles'  teaching  and  fellowship,  in  the 
breaking  of  bread  and  the  prayers." 

Acts  8:  4-14:  "They  therefore. that  were 
scattered  abroad  went  about  preaching  the 
word.  And  Philip  went  down  to  the  city 
of  Samaria,  and  proclaimed  unto  them  the 
Christ.  And  the  multitudes  gave  heed 
with  one  accord  unto  the  things  that  were 
spoken  by  Philip,  when  they  heard,  and 
saw  the  signs  which  he  did.  For  from 
many  of  those  that  had  unclean  spirits, 
they  came  out,  crying  with  a  loud  voice: 
and  many  that  were  palsied,  and  that  were 
lame,  were  healed.  And  there  was  much 
joy  in   that  city. 

"But  there  was  a  certain  man,  Simon 
by  name,  who  beforetime  in  the  city  used 
sorcery,  and  amazed  the  people  of  Samaria, 
giving  out  that  himself  was  some  great 
one:  to  whom  they  all  gave  heed,  from 
the  least  to  the  greatest,  saying,  This  man 
is  that  power  of  God  which  is  called 
Great.  And  they  gave  heed  to  him,  be- 
cause that  of  long  time  he  had  amazed 
them  with  his  sorceries.  But  when  they 
believed  Philip  preaching  good  tidings  con- 
cerning the  kingdom  of  God  and  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ,  they  were  baptized,  both 
men  and  women.  And  Simon  also  himself 
believed:  and  being  baptized,  he  continued 
with  Philip;  and  beholding  signs  and  great 
miracles  wrought,  he  was  amazed. " 
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Acts  8:26-41:  "But  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  spake  unto  Philip,  saying,  Arise,  and 
go  toward  the  south  unto  the  way  that 
goeth  down  from  Jerusalem  unto  Gaza: 
the  same  is  desert.  And  he  arose  and 
went:  and  behold,  a  man  of  Ethiopia,  a 
eunuch  of  great  authority  under  Candace, 
queen  of  the  Ethiopians,  who  was  over 
all  her  treasure,  who  had  come  to  Jerusa- 
lem to  worship;  and  he  was  returning  and 
sitting  in  his  chariot,  and  was  reading 
the  prophet  Isaiah.  And  the  Spirit  said 
unto  Philip,  Go  near,  and  join  thyself  to 
this  chariot.  And  Philip  ran  to  him,  and 
heard  him  reading  Isaiah  the  prophet,  and 
said,  Understandest  thou  what  thou  read- 
est?  And  he  said,  How  can  I,  except  some 
one  shall  guide  me?  And  he  besought 
Philip  to  come  up  end  sit  with  him.  Now 
the  passage  of  the  scripture  which  he  was 
reading  was  this,  He  was  led  as  a  sheep 
to  the  slaughter;  And  as  a  lamb  before 
his  shearer  is  dumb,  So  he  openeth  not 
his  mouth:  In  his  humiliation  his  judg- 
ment was  taken  away:  His  generation  who 
shall  declare?  For  his  life  is  taken  from 
the  earth.  And  the  eunuch  answered  Phil- 
ip, and  said,  I  pray  thee,  of  whom  speakest 
the  prophet  this?  of  himself,  or  of  some 
other?  And  Philip  opened  his  mouth,  and 
beginning  from  this  scripture,  preached 
unto  him  Jesus.  And  as  they  went  on 
the  way,  they  came  unto  a  certain  water; 
and  the  eunuch  saith,  Behold,  here  is 
water;  what  doth  hinder  me  to  be  bap- 
tized? And  he  commanded  the  chariot  to 
stand  still:  and  they  both  went  down  into 
the  water,  both  Philip  and  the  eunuch  -> 
and  he  baptized  him." 
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Acts  10:  23-36,  44-49:  "So  he  called  them 
in  and  lodged  them. 

"And  on  the  morrow  he  arose  and  went 
forth  with  them,  and  certain  of  the  breth- 
ren from  Joppa  accompanied  him.  And  on 
the  morrow  they  entered  into  Caesarea. 
And  Cornelius  was  waiting  for  them,  hav- 
ing called  together  his  kinsmen  and  his 
near  friends.  And  when  it  came  to  pass 
that  Peter  entered,  Cornelius  met  him, 
and  fell  down  at  his  feet,  and  worshipped 
him.  Peter  raised  him  up,  saying,  Stand 
up;  I  myself  also  am  a  man.  And  as  he 
talked  with  him,  he  went  in,  and  findeth 
many  come  together:  and  he  said  unto 
them,  Ye  yourselves  know  how  it  is  an 
unlawful  thing  for  a  man  that  is  a  Jew 
to  join  himself  or  come  unto  one  of  an- 
other nation;  and  yet  unto  me  hath  God 
showed  that  I  should  not  call  any  man 
common  or  unclean:  wherefore  also  I  came 
without  gainsaying,  when  I  was  sent  for. 
I  ask  therefore  with  what  intent  ye  sent 
for  me.  And  Cornelius  said,  Four  days  ago, 
until  this  hour,  I  was  keeping  the  ninth 
hour  of  prayer  in  my  house;  and  behold, 
a  man  stood  before  me  in  bright  apparel, 
and  saith,  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is  heard, 
and  thine  alms  are  had  in  remembrance 
in  the  sight  of  God.  Send  therefore  to 
Joppa,  and  call  unto  thee  Simon,  who  is 
surnamed  Peter;  he  lodgeth  in  the  house  of 
Simon  a  tanner,  by  the  seaside.  Forth- 
with therefore  I  sent  to  thee;  and  thou 
hast  well  done  that  thou  art  come.  Now 
therefore  we  are  all  here  present  in  the 
sight  of  God,  to  hear  all  things  that  have 
been  commanded  thee  of  the  Lord.  And 
Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said, 
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uOf  a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no 
respecter  of  persons:  but  in  every  nation 
he  that  feareth  him,  and  worketh  right- 
eousness, is  acceptable  to  him.  While 
Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy 
Spirit  fell  on  all  them  that  heard  the 
word.  And  they  of  the  circumcision  that 
believed  were  amazed,  as  many  as  came 
with  Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles 
also  was  poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  For  they  heard  them  speak  with 
tongues,  and  magnify  God.  Then  answered 
Peter,  Can  any  man  forbid  the  water, 
that  these  should  not  be  baptized,  who 
have  received  the  Holy  Spirit  as  well  as 
we?  And  he  commanded  them  to  be  bap- 
tized in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Then 
prayed  they  him   to   tarry  certain   days.'' 

Acts  16:11-16:  " Setting  sail  therefore 
from  Troas,  we  made  a  straight  course 
to  Samothrace,  and  the  day  following  to 
Neapolrs;  and  from  thence  to  Philippi, 
which  is  a  city  of  Macedonia,  the  first 
of  the  district,  a  Eoman  colony:  and  we 
were  in  this  city  tarrying  certain  days. 
And  on  the  sabbath  day  we  went  forth 
without  the  gate  by  a  river  side,  where 
we  supposed  there  was  a  place  of  prayer; 
and  we  sat  down,  and  spake  unto  the 
women  that  were  come  together.  And 
a  certain  woman  named  Lydia,  a  seller  of 
purple,  of  the  city  of  Thyatira,  one  that 
worshipped  God,  heard  us:  whose  heart 
the  Lord  opened  to  give  heed  unto  the 
things  which  were  spoken  by  Paul.  And 
when  she  was  baptized,  and  her  household, 
she  besought  us,  saying,  .  .  .  come  into  my 
house,  and  abide  there. " 
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Acts  16:  16-35:  "And  it  came  to  pass, 
as  we  were  going  to  the  place  of  prayer, 
that  a  certain  maid  having  a  spirit  of 
divination  met  us,  who  brought  her  mas- 
ters much  gain  by  soothsaying.  The  same 
following  after  Paul  and  us  cried  out, 
saying,  These  men  are  servants  of  the 
Most  High  God,  who  proclaim  unto  you  the 
way  of  salvation.  And  this  she  did  for 
many  days.  But  Paul,  being  sore  troubled, 
turned  and  said  to  the  spirit,  I  charge 
thee  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  to  come 
out  of  her.  And  it  came  out  that  very 
hour. 

"But  when  her  masters  saw  that  the 
hope  of  their  gain  was  gone,  they  laid 
hold  on  Paul  and  Silas,  and  dragged  them 
into  the  marketplace  before  the  rulers, 
and  when  they  had  brought  them  unto 
the  magistrates,  they  said,  These  men, 
being  Jews,  do  exceedingly  trouble  our 
city,  and  set  forth  customs  which  it  is 
not  lawful  for  us  to  receive,  or  to  ob- 
serve, being  Eomans.  And  the  multitude 
rose  up  together  against  them:  and  the 
magistrates  rent  their  garments  off  them, 
and  commanded  to  beat  them  with  rods. 
And  when  they  had  laid  many  stripes  upon 
them,  they  cast  them  into  prison,  charg- 
ing the  jailor  to  keep  them  safely:  who, 
having  received  such  a  charge,  cast  them 
into  the  inner  prison,  and  made  their  feet 
fast  in  the  stocks.  But  about  midnight 
Paul  and  Silas  were  praying  and  singing 
hymns  unto  God,  and  the  prisoners  were 
listening  to  them;  and  suddenly  there  was 
a  great  earthquake,  so  that  the  founda- 
tions of  the  prisonhouse  were  shaken:  and 
immediately  all  the  doors  were  opened; 
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and  every  one's  bands  were  loosed.  And 
the  jailor,  being  roused  out  of  sleep  and 
seeing  the  prison  doors  open,  drew  his 
sword  and  was  about  to  kill  himself,  sup- 
posing that  the  prisoners  had  escaped.  But 
Paul  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Do 
thyself  no  harm:  for  we  are  all  heje. 
And  he  called  for  lights  and  sprang  in, 
and,  trembling  for  fear,  fell  down  before 
Paul  and  Silas,  and  brought  them  out  and 
said,  Sirs,  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?

And  he  took  them  the  same  hour  of 
the  night,  and  washed  their  stripes;  and 
was  baptized,  he  and  all  his,  immediately.
